CONCLUDED.) 

If (jreat Britain had, in 1780, at length 
overpowered the United States, this con- 
quest would not bave retro-acted, so as 
to make WASHINGTON a traitor, and the 
execution of ANDRE a murder. France 
recognized the United States on the 6th 
of February, 1778. It was the 3d of Sep- 
tember, 1783, before the definitive Arti- 
cles of Peace were signed at Paris: and 
ARNOLD’s treason occurred in Septem- 
ber 1780. If WASHINGTON, GREENE 
and MAKION were then still traitors and 
rebels, how came the world at once to 
execrate ARNOLD ? 

The Confederate States fought four 
years, and were never reduced to such 
straits as the Continentals were at Val- 
ley Forge. But for the assistance of 
France, given less than fvo years after 
the declaration of independence, the 
attempt of the Colonies to win independ- 
ence would have been a failure. Was it 
the intervention of France that trans- 
formed them isto patriots, when, until 
then, they had been traitors? No: it 
was because they were no longer rebels 
or traitors that this intervention was 
justifiable ; and upon that ground France 
did justify itto the world. Great Britain 
charged her with violating tho laws of 
nations in treating with the revolted 
Colonies. France replied, ‘‘ that on the 
6th of February 1778, the Americans had 
the public possession of their independ- 
ence; and that the King of France had 
the right te regard this independence 
as existing, without being under any 
obligation to examine into its legality ; 
and that there was no law that forbade 
his entering into an alliance with the 
Americans.’’ She said that whether the 
United States had or had not the right 
to shake off the sovereignty of England, 
and whether the independence of which 
they were in possession Was or was not 
legitimate, were questions which France 
was not called on to discuss. ‘ The 
King,” said the memoir, “is not the 
judge of the domestic quarrels of Eng- 
land. Neither the law of Nations, nor 
treaties, nor morals, nor policy impose 
on him the obligation to be the guar- 
dian of the fidelity which the subjects of 
England owe to their sovereign. It suf- 
fices for the justification of his Majesty, 
that the Colonies, which form a Nation, 
considerable as well by the number of 
inhabitants, as by the extent of their 
territory, Aave established their inde- 
pendence, not only by a solemn declara- 
tion, but also in fact, and that they have 
maintained it against the efforts of their 
mother country. Such was in effect the 
position of the United States, when the 
Kiug began to negotiate with them. His 
Majesty was entirely at liberty to regard 
them either as independent, or as sub- 
jects of Great Britain. He chose the 
former.”” 

And the memoir, in conclusion, de- 
clared: ‘That the law of nations, pol- 
icy, and theexample of England itself 
warranted the King in regarding the 
Americans as independent in fact, from 
the 4th of July, 1776, and with still more 
reason, from the 6th of February, 1778 ; 
that in regarding them as so, and form- 
ing an alliance with them, he had 
neither violated treaties nor the rights 
of Sovereigns, nor was guilty of any 
perfidy, nor had given England any just 
cause of offence.’’ 

This ts a deeision which the United 
States, at least, cannot dispute. The 
war had lasted less than three years, 
from the day when the first gun was 
fired, until the treaty with France; and 
it was four years and nine months after- 
wards before it ended. France had a 
perfect right to acknowledge tbe inde. 
pendence of the Confederate States at 
euy time after the war between them 
and the United States had continued two 
or perhaps even one year. Nobody can 
deny that. The Southern States had 
written their title to independence, be- 
fore the yea? 1864, in letters of blood 
and words of fire on many a field of vic. 
tory and glory; and if foreign powers 
would have been justifiable ig acknow). 
edging their independence, it could only 


be because they were no longer, if they 

éver were, traitors and rebels. The 

United States would, among all the na- 

tions of the earth, have had the least 

right to complain of such recognition, 

since they have always been eager to 

acknowledge the independence of re- 

volted Provinces and States. 

Chancellor KENT says tliat the most 

unexceptionable precedents of such in- 
terference are those in wh ich it did not 
take place until the new States had ac- 
tually been established, and sufficient 
means and spirit had been displayed to 
excite a confidence in their stability : and 
he declares that ‘‘the assistance which 
England gave to the Uniteci Netherlands, 
when they were struggling against 
Spain, and the assistance that France 
gave to this country during the war of 
our Revolution, were justifiable acts, 
founded in wisdom and policy, and it is 
not to be doubted that the Government 
of the United States had a perfect right, 
in the year 1822, to consider, as it then 
did, the Spanish Provinces in Sputh 
America as legitimate powers, which had 
attained sufficient solidity and strength 
to be entitled to the rights and privi- 
leges belonging to independent States.’’ 
The right of interposition, he says, 
must depend on the special circumstances 
of each case; which is equivalent to 
saying that there is no law that governs 
the subject. But there is certainly some 
principle that ought to control, because 
one Sovereign can have no right, in mor- 
als, or by the law of Nations, to assist 
those who are only traitors, and so have 
forfeited their lives tothe justice of their 
country. 

When Hungary revolted against Aus- 
tria, the United States hastened to send 
Mr. MANN there, to ascertain if the 
revolt had assumed such proportions, 
and the new Government such consis- 
tency as that if would be possible to 
recognize it: aid Hungary wasa King- 
dom in whose ofiuirs wé had no concern, 
and with wh |. we had not even the 
least commercial relations. It was a 
Kingdem, forming part, by articles of 
union, of the Empire of Austria, with 
the same right to secede that our South- 
ern States had; and the United States 
were eager to recognize that right, as 
they had been to recognize the indepen- 
dence of Greece, the South American 
States, Mexico and Texay, 

When we consider the course pursued 
in those cases, and compare it with that 
pursued toward the Confederate States, 
we are reminded of what is said by an 
Admiralty Keporter of the conduct of 
Princes, and which is quite as applica- 
ble to republics: ‘‘Well might a late 
fighting and writing monarch exclaim, 
‘O droit de gens, conment ton etude est 
inutile !’—te which at the same time all 
Sovereign Princes appeal, and almost all 
violate it, as if they wished to be judged 
and approved by the rational and hu- 
mane part of mankind, at the very mo- 
ment they are guilty of sophistry, cruelty 
and deceit.’’ 

The same writer says, ‘‘ All arguments 
upon precedent deserve little to be relied 
upon. False principles or false conse- 
quences are to be found in many reports, 
and only show how much mankind are 
disposed to prevent justice under the ap- 
pearance and pretence of doing it. It is 
by the principle, and not by the prece- 
dent of the decree, matters should be ad- 
judged. * * * Non tamen = spectan- 
dum eat quid Romer factum est, quam 
quid Rome fieri debeat; Not what ia 
done at Kome, but what ough? to be done 
at Rome, should be considered.”’ 

Policy, much more than principle, 
governs nations. Republicsare governed 
chiefly by their passions, sometimes by 
policy, rarely by principle. No people 
that ever fuught for independence had a 
better right to it, or deserved it more, or 
was more perfectly entitled to recogui- 
tion than those of the Southern States; 
nor was there ever a greater outrage 
than to treat them, when they were at 
last overcome, as rebels and traitors. 

If France and England had recognized 
our independence, and we had succeeded, 
that success, it will be admitted by all, 
would have justified our action, and the 
result would have been as truly glorious 
to us as the winning of their independ- 
ence was to the United States. Can suc- 
cease make that right atthe end which 
was wrong in the beginning? We might 
have owed our success to the assistance 
given us by foreign States. Then we 
should not have proved our ability to 
win our independence; and still our 
leaders would have been honoured by all 
al] the world. 

What then is the principle that gov- 
erns’? Is there any? When States or 
Princes revolt, when and how does the 
right of the Sovereign to consider and 
treat their people as rebels and traitors 
cease ? 

If Poland could unite again, and revolt 
against the three Powers between which 
it was divided: Ireland should rise to 
& man againet 
them shonld or ranize and establish a 
regular (jovernment, with all its depart- 
ments complete; if it should put in the 
field an army of a hundred thousand 
men, with officers of all grades regularly 
commissioned; if it should have a flag 
and carry it at the mast-head of vessels 
of war; if it should win victories on 
land and at sea; if it should maintain 
itself as a belligerent power for two 
years; if the Power agaiest which it 
fought should have possession of no part 
of the revo'ted territory, except so 
much as it held by its armies; 
it would prove its capacity and 
ability, if left unmolested, to 
maintain a separate National existence, 
or,to use a phrase lately adopted, it 
would prove its right to nationality: 
and whether it succeeded or failed, its 
people would be no longer traitors or 
rebels. 
a State, country or Province, of sufficient 
extent and population to maintain itself 
respectably as an independent power, 
unite in a formal attempt to earn inde- 
pendence, the attempt is neither trea- 
sonable or rebellious; because it is now 
the settled law of nations that every 
such people is entitled to exercise the 
powers of self-government. That prin- 
ciple was forever established by the 
American revolution. Foreign govern- 
ments are at liberty to recognize such a 
people, whenever they have fought long 
enough to show that they are resolutely 
benton success, and that their attempt 
is not a mere unorganized insurrection, 
butawar. Partial attempts at insurrec- 
tion, like those of the Fenians, are quite 
different matters. 

Certainly the Confederate States had 
the extent of country, the population 
and the resources, to entitle them toa 
separate nationality. They had the 
right to win their independence, if they 
could: and what one has aright to do 
cannot be a crime, and therefore is not 
treason. 

What was said by the majority of the 
Supreme Court in the Prize Cases, about 
treason and traitors, was wholly extra- 
judicial, ‘‘an appeal to the non-sense of 
the people’’ of the Northern States, and 
deserving of the severest censure, be- 
cause it was equaily unjust and false. 
We may truly apply to the opinion of 
Mr. Justice Giek what fs said by the 
reporter whom we have before quoted, 
in these words: “Too many of the 
common-law reports, in general so cele- 
brated for lengthening and adorning ar- 
guments by an affectation of much study 
and learning, and that sort of reading 
never to be read, as well as for justifying 
one wrong,judgment by another, and 
giving the appearance of justice to injus- 
tice perpetuate ‘much bad rea- 
soning in much bad language.’ "’ 
Chancellor Kent says: “ When war 
is duly declared, it is not merely a war 
between this and the adverse govern- 
ment in their political characters. 
Every man is, in judgment of law, a 
party to the acts of hisown Government, 
and @ war between the Governments of 
two Nations is a war between al! the 
individuals of the one, and all the indi- 
viduals of which the other Nation is 
composed. Government is the repre- 
sentative of the wills of all the people, 
and acts for the whole society. This is 


the theory in all Governments,” And 
when the Supreme Court applied this 
principle to the people of the southern 
States, it should have seid that secession 
being the act of the State, the jpdividual 
citizen could not be deemed guilty of 
treason.

Whenever the whole people of 


1775, “a fit and proper resis’ ance is a 
revolution, not & rebellion. Who can’ 
tell whether in consequence of this day’s 
violentand mad address, thescabbard may 
not be thrown :sway by the Americans 
as well as by us, and should success 
attend them, whether, in a few years, 

the Americans may not celebrate the 
glorious era of the revolution of 1775, as 
we do that of 1688” Success crowned 

the generous effort of our forefathers for 

freedom ; else they had died on the scaf- 

fold as traitors and rebels, and the period 

of our history which does us the most 

honour would have been deemed a rebel- 

lion against lawful authority, not the 

expulsion of a tyrant.”’ 

EpMUND BuRKE, in March 1775, con- 

densed into a sentence the law in regard 

toa struggle for liberty by a people. 

Speaking of the “ fierce spirit of liberty’’ 

that bad grown up in the Colonies, he 

said, ‘‘It looks to me to be narrow and 

pedantic to prosecute that spirit as crim- 

inal; to apply the ordinary ideas of 
criminal justice to this great public con- 

test. I do not know the method of 

drawing up an indictment against a 


whole people.”’ 


THE PAST: THE GREAT TEACHES. 
The Confederate Congress once had 
under consideration a bill to establish » 
Supreme Court: and the Senate, at 
least, decided by its vote, that, if estab- 
lished, no case should be taken into it 
by appeal or writ of error, from the 
Court of last resort of a State. This 
would have been to refuse to the citizens 
of a State, as between themselves, and as 
between themselves and citizens of other 
States, the privilege of having the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the Con- 
federacy, upon the constitutional and 
other questions of which tbat Court 
might have jurisdiction. That privilege 
would have been reserved to citizens ofa 
foreign State, suing citizens of another 
in a Confederate District Court; or being 
sued by them, and removing the cases 
into such a District Court, if that right 
is allowed; and to those who 
thus sue them or are sued by them. This 
was chiefly advocated by Senator Wi«a- 
FALL, of Texas, who seemed to consider 
the change demanded by the sovereignty 
and reserved rights of the States. His 
argument seemed to have that scope. 
We can not see how the sovereignty of 
a Siate is infringed, or its respectability 
lessened, when the decision of its Bu- 
preme Court affirming or denying thata 
law of the State is contrary to the 
Federal Constitution, or denying some 
right claimed under a law or treaty of 
the United States, is subject to examina- 
tion and revision by a tribunal in which 
she and all the other States sit by their 
judges, and which will decide the same 
questions, if the suit were originally 
brought in a National Court in the same 
State. 

How else can uniformity of decision 
be had; and what, in these cases, fs uni- 
formity of decision. It is one single and 
the same interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion for all the States; without which 
all will be anarchy. If the decisions of 
the Supreme Ooyrts of the States are 
final in regard to constitutional ques- 
tions, how long can the Ciovernment 
last? If the Supreme Courts of Texas, 
South Carolina and Mississippi, for ex- 
ample, had decided the conscript law 
unconstitutional, and there were no 
appeal from this decision, how could the 
law have been enforced there? The 
question might have been raised, it is 
true, by a suit in the Confederate Dis- 
trict Court, and so have gone up to the 
Supreme Court of the Confederate States. 
If it had been, and that Court had de- 
cided the case constitutional, the State 
Court would not have been bound to 
follow the decision, it not being an infe- 
rior Court to the Confederate Supreme 
Court, that is, no appellate jurisdiction as 
to it existing in the latter. The law would 
have been practically nullified in these 
States, while it would have been enforced 
in those whose Supreme Courts might 
hold it Constitutional. Suppose a direct 
tax levied, and the same state of case 
by decision to arise. The Confederacy 
would have ended. There was little co- 
hesien among tbe States, at the best; 
and to have made the decisions of the 
State Courts final on Constitutional ques- 
tions, would have destroyed that little, 
and made the Confederacy a mere rope 
of sand. It was originally doubted 
whether the Supreme Court of the 
L'nitell States could have jurisdiction, 
under the Constitution, which defined 
only the cases and subjects within the 
jurisdiction of the Federal Courts, by 
writ of error to the highest Court of a 
State. The Court of Appeals of Vir- 
ginia denied it; but the Supreme Court 
of the United States decided otherwise, 
and exercised the power unquestioned, 
until the Supreme Court of California, a 
not very eminent Tribunal, decided that 
the law of Congress giving such qpris- 
diction was unconstitutional. The d 
cision merited ang therefore received 
little respect. 

If the Federal Courts have jurisdic- 
tion in such cases, and where such ques- 
tions arise, without restriction as to the 
Courts in which they arise, Congress is 
bound to allow an appeal or writ of er- 
ror, in any such case, to or from the 
highest Court of a State. For a grant of 
jurisdiction by the Constitution is not 
made out of favourto the Court, or to 
add dignity to the General Government ; 
but for the sake of the citizen, and be- 
cause every citizen is entitled to have 
the judgment of a Court, and the Aighest 
Court, of all the States, on questions 
arising under the National Constitution, 
laws or treaties, in which bis rights and 
interests are involved. The Congress 
has no right to give thatas a privilege, 
to a few citizens, which is the common 
right of all. It is not supposed, that the 
State Courts will be wholly impartial 
and upinfluenced, where a law of the 
State is impeached, or in other like 
cases ; and this is not only supposed, but 
experience has proven the fact to be so. 

That would be a singular Union, Con- 
federacy or Gevernment, which did not 
entrust the construction and interpreta- 
tion of its Constitution, Laws and Treat- 
ies, in the last resort, toa Court of its 
own. A State of such Union or Confed- 
eracy, that would consent that this 
power should be entrusted in the last re- 
sort to the Supreme Court of every other 
State, would be insane, if that disease 
could afflict a State. It would be like 
giving every individual partner,in a 
mercantile or other partnership, the 
power to construe the articles of part- 
nersbip for himself. One can easily 
imagine how long that partnership would 
last. 

There is no one case, of which, by the 
Constitution, the national Courts are to 
have jurisdiction, wherein it would not 
be equally as impolitic, equally as dan- 
gerous to the stability of the Union 
asin any other class, for the decisions 
of the Sttae Courts to be with no appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Let us fora moment consider 
the cases in detail. 


Firat: Where the Constitutionality of 
an Act of Congress isin question. In 
the absence of any right of appeal, the 
decision of the State Court would be 
binding on all her citizens. Theory, in 
regard to Governments and Constitutions, 
is never an abstraction, as we have al! 
found out by this time, but the motber 
of the most serious and grave realities. 
The decision of the Supreme Court of a 
State, is the decision of the Siate. If it 
cannot be reversed, in the same case, it 
must govern all her citizens. Their al- 
legiance is primarily due to Aer. She is 
the party to the National compact. They 
are not, or they are only so through her. 
Whatever she decides or determines, by 
the exercise of the Legislative or Judicial 
power, is and must be the decision and 
determination of every one of her citi- 
zens. They can avoid this consequence 
only by expatriation and cessing 
to be her citigens. Jf she, by her 
Supreme Court holds an Act of Con- 
grees to be unconstitutional, the act is 
nvllified within her limits. And if af. 
terwards, on appeal from a National 
Court, the Supreme Court should huld 
the act constitutional, the State Court 
would not be bound to adopt or follow 
the decision, because the former Court ig 
not, as to it, a Court of superior jurisdic- 
tion, po appeal lying from one to the 
other. The judgment and decision of the 
State Court must needs still stand. If 
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the State Court were constrained to adopt 
the decision, without an appeal from and 
revisal of its own decision, the infringe- 
ment of State sovereignty would be as 
great av if an appeal were allewed ; and 
this injustice would be wrought—that 
the decision of the State Court would 
still stand, as to the parties to the suit in 
which it was given, after the contrary 
doctrine had been adopted, and the de- 
cision was admitted to be erroneous, 
without any overruling decision of the 
same or of an appellate Court. 
Therefore it would needs be left to the 
discretion of th€ Btate Court, to follow 
or not to follow the decision of the Na- 
tional Supreme Court, when it should 
have a néw Case before it. Such new 
case might not come into it for yeats, or 
ever; and if it did, the judges would be 
more apt to be confirmed in their opin- 
ion, which they would of course be anx- 
lous to uphold, than to be conviuced by 
the argument and opinion of the other 
Tribunal. Inthe mean time, an inde- 
pendent Court, sitting in the same State, 
would be bound to hold the act of Con- 
gress Constitutional; and in this conflict 
of decision, thir judicial antagonism, the 
State would Le distracted, and the safety 
of its citizens, and its own peace, 
jeopardized. 
Meanwhile, as the decision of the 
National Supreme Court is the decision 
of all the States, if is the decision of the 
very State which, by its own Supreme 
Court, decides otherwise. Thus she de- 
cides both ways at once, and in practice 
follows the decision made by herself 
alone. Logic is inexorable. Realities, 
in government, flow from theory ; and 
wherever the theory leads, if it be true , 
and sound, you must follow. The State 
in question concurred in establishing the 
Supreme Court of the Nation. It sits 
there with the other States. It decides 
there as they decide, and then goes apart 
and adheres to the adverse decision. 
Give this conduct aname! She stultifies 
herself, and acts fraudulently and ir bad 
faith, Moreover, when she concurred in 
creat e nationa! tribunal, she nec- 
essarily agreed, by implication, to abide 
by and carry out its decisions, if she 
continued a member of the Confederacy. 
Again, and so much the more is it an 
act of bad faith in her not to do it. 
WILFUL WASTE SAKES WOPTL WANT. 
“ Kvery free State ought to beware, not 
only of wars which exhaust, but of Gov- 
ernments which impoverish.

clude much of the printing for the last 
session of the legislature. The balance 
still to be paid on this account will ex- 
ceed all disbursements on account of 
publishing the governor’s proclamation, 
etc. 

Now let us see by the contrast, what 
an expensive luxury a radical legislature 
is. The legislature of 1859-60, of which 
there were four sessions, cost the state 
for mileage and per diem of members 
and officers, about $100,000, being $195,- 
000 less than the late legislature bas cost. 
The postage for members for the first 
seagion cost $1152, and for all four ses- 

i did not perhaps amount to $1500, 
being less than one-half that of the late 
legislature. Here we have a useless ex- 
penditure on account of the mileage and 
- diem of members and officers of 
egislature amounting to over $200,000, 
for the necessary legislation should not 
have cost as much as in 1859-60. 

The legislature having 
money with a reckless disregard of The 
interests of the people, let us go into the 
governor's office and see what sort of 
economy has been practiced there. Cov. 
Brownlow has had a paid staff during the 
entire time he has been in office, an ap-

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No, 7—Robinson va. Robinson. From Mem- 


phis Chancery. 

Complainant and «defendants held a 
tract of land as tenants in common. 
Complainant by deed was entitled to an 
undivided half of the whole jointly with 
the testator, and by the testator’s will 


the other half, and the defendants to the 
undivided residue. Complainant filed 
bill for partition; defendants answered, 
asking an allotment to each of their por- 
tions. The chancellor made a decree, 
merely alloting one-half of the land to 
complainant, without any decree as to 
the balance, reserving the same.

COST OF RAISISG A CROP OF COTTON 
A New Orleans paper gives the follow- 
ing statement touching the cost of mak- 
ing a cotton crop. The items are furn- 
ished by a cotton planter who ,dhas been 
engaged in raising cotton for mafty 
years, and who is therefore familiar with 
the subject. In this statement, nothing 
is said of family expenses, though this 
were scarcely needed, as the cotton crop 
could not pay them. Nor is anything 
said, onthe other hand, about the corn, 
hay, potatoes, peas, etc., etc., which the 
same farm bands would produce while 
raising the cotton crop. All these would 
go to lighten the expense of the planting 
operations; yet, even with these, the 
cést of raising cotton could searcely be 
less than twenty cents per pound.
